NEW YORK (AP) - 
There 


were fewer shows and fewer 
spectators on Broadway during 
the 1969-70 theater year, but 
some cheerier trends were evi- 
dent too in the world of drama, 
comedy and musicals. 


Countering a $4.5-million dip 


from 
the previous season's 


record Broadway boxoffice of 
$58 million, commercial road 
companies grossed $48 million, 
a 10 per cent jumpfrom 1968-69. 


Off-Broadway, 
with 
lower 


costs attracting several major 
producers, 
boomed with 97 


shows, Including both the Pulitz- 
er and Crltis Circle prize plays 
in the entertainment year which 
traditionally ends May 31. 


Soaring expenses made it ap- 


parent at least that fewer shows 
of hopefully artistic but dubious 
boxoffice merit would be risked 
on Broadway. 


Significant too was the fact 


that among 40 productions spon- 
sored by commercial manage- 
ments, six were revivals of old 
hits with "Harvey" especially 
demonstrating the pull of such 
when decorated with stars such 
as Jimmy Stewart and Helen 
Hayes, Altogether, stage shows 
played a total of 970 perform* 
ance weeks, compared to 1,100 
the previous year, 


In general, the backers who 


posted about $12 million for 
Broadway productions found the 
odds on picking a winner were 
still about one to four, Another 
$5 million backed 97 offerings 
off-Broadway, where the odds 
were about one in seven. 


The balance sheet on total 


Broadway endeavor during the 
season must include, Of course, 
the payoffs that continue to be 
ragked. up by eight long'run bon» 
anzas, inching "Fiddler on the 
Roof' aM "Hello, Polly!" 


Five other marathon enter*

MEXICO CITY (AP) - 
Soc- 


cer's 1970 world championship 
in Mexico has renewed the old 
altitude controversy, a contro- 
versy Mexicans thought was put 
to permanent rest after the 1968 
Olympic. Games. 


But

altitude-all 
the 


games will be played more than 
a mile in the sky—does cause 
problems, does cause controver- 
sy and does provide a conven- 
ient excu:53 for aJoii-.-r, 


Dr. Roger Bannister, a retired 


British miler, predicted before 
the games of the 19th Olympics 
in Mexico City in 1968 that this 
city's 7,347-foot altitude could 
possibly kill some distance run- 
ners and would definitely be an 
obstacle 
to record 
perform- 


ances. 


Yet the athletes in the games 


bettered 96 world records and 
483 Olympic records. The totals 
in Tokyo four years previous 
were only 42 and 354. And then 
all went home alive. 


The 16 nations which are com- 


peting in the final rounds of the 
tournament for sport's most 
prestigious trophy, the Jules Ri- 
met Cup, are divided Into four 
groups. The groups play at: 


Mexico city— 7,347 feet above 


sea level. 


Guadalajara— 5,500 feet. 
Leon—6,500 feet. 
Toluca-8,300 feet. 
Puebla—7,000 feet. 
The latter two cities are con- 


sidered one site with the teams 
in that group alternating games 
between Puebla and Toluca. 


Bannister, not convinced by 


the reams of reports made by 
hundreds of doctors after thou- 
sands of tests before and during 
the Olympics, has again predict- 
ed trouble with the altitude and 
again criticized soccer officials 
for selecting Mexico for sxif.ii an 
important event. 


Some of the coaches agreed 


with him but they point out the 
altitude will affect everyone, not 
just the English, and for some 
of the teams the heat, not the al- 
titude, will be the biggest prob- 
lem.

negative doubles at all you 
don't have to do so. You 
also don't have to read this 
article but we feel that it will 
be of great interest to nearly 
all b r i d g e players. They 
won't have to use the bid but 
they will have some idea of 
what to do when it is used 
against them. 


The basic idea of the neg- 


ative double is t h a t when 
your partner's opening bid 
is overcalled, your double of 
the overcall is for take-out, 
not for business. 


The believers in this bid 


use it over all sorts of over- 
calls. Since you should get 
your feet wet before you 
learn to swim we are only 
going to discuss the basic 
case. The double of a one- 
spade overcall of a minor 
suit opening to show at least 
six high-card points and to 
guarantee at l e a s t four 
hearts. It also implies some 
p r e p a r a t i o n for anything 
your partner may do. 


With 12 points North has a 


very good negative double. 
South cue-bids spades since 
his hand is very strong and 
he wants to force to game. 
West's double of two spades 
gave North a chance to pass 
and a w a i t developments. 
When South bid hearts North 
felt strong enough to invite a 
slam and South accepted. 


South won the first spade; 


returned the suit and ruffed 
the t h i r d lead. Then he 
played out three rounds of 
trumps and three top clubs. 
When West showed out on 
the third club, South knew 
he had started with exactly 
six spades; three hearts and 
two of each minor suit. Now 
South entered dummy with 
the ace of diamonds and 
played dummy's last trump. 
East had to go down to one 
diamond so as to keep the 
high club.

one with the bah\'s blood type-- 
must have been the real I'athef. 
'the upshot was that the girl's 
charjje was discredited and the 
defendant cleared of tesponsibil- 
ity. 


In this fashion, blood tests have 


saved hundreds of men from a 
false charge of paternity. These 
tests, if properh conducted, are 
now accepted almost everywhere 
either as positive proof or at least 
strong evidence of non-paternity. 


However, (hey huve one major 


drawback. While they are useful 
in showing who is not the father, 
they are seldom useful in show- 
ing who ;'.t the father. 


For esample. suppose that in 


the case above, the baby and the 
d e f e n d a n t did have the same 
blood type. That would mean the 
defendant could indeed be the 
lather. Hut so could any other 
man 
w i t h t h a t same type of 


blood. Thus, mete similarity of 
Hood cannot ontinarily be relied 
on to pin paternity on a specific 
defendant. 


This means that in a typical 


paternity suit, the woman has 
little lo gain and much to lose 
from blood tests If she refuses 
to agree to the tests, either for 
herself or for the baby, may a 
court order them anyhow? 


Courts usually do have that 


power. In one case, the woman 
objected that the tests were not 
impartial, because they could 
only help the defendant's side of 
the case, not hers. Nevertheless, 
the court ordered her to submit 
to the testing procedure.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAQ 


Too Much Sun, Sunlamp 
Can Cause Skin Aging 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q— What are the benefits 


and the harmful effects of a 
sunlamp? Is it necessary to 
wear goggles when using 
one? 


A— Exposure of your hands 


and face to the sun or a 
sunlamp for 10 minutes a 
day will cause your body to 
synthesize all the vitamin D 
you need. So much for the 
benefits. The ultraviolet rays 
from either source are the 
chief cause of premature 
aging (wrinkles and thicken- 
ing) of the skin and skin can- 
cer. Your eyes should be 
shielded from diced expos- 
ure to these rays "because 
they will irritate your reti- 
nas and in sufficient quanti- 
ty can cause blindness. 


Q— Is there a home remedy

Q—What is Sjogren's syn- 


drome? Can it be cured? 


A—This syndrome is char- 


acterized by dry eyes, dry 
mouth and arthritis. It is 
seen chiefly in women who 
are past 40. Although there 
is no cure, skillful treatment 
can make the victim more 
comfortable. The arthritis is 
treated in the same way as 
rheumatoid arthritis. Methyl- 
cellulose eye drops (Teari- 
sol), w h i c h requires no 
prescription,

capacity and the tendency to 
produce more of some crops 
than domestic and foreign mar- 
kets can handle at satisfactory 
prices." 


In summarizing 1969 activi- 


ties, Hardin mentioned: 


—A rise In farmers' realized 


net income to about $16 billion 
or $1.2 billion more than in 1968. 


— An increase in average net 


income per farm to a record 
high of $5,401 compared with 
$4,841 in 1968. 


— A per capita personal farm 


income of a record $2,375 aver- 
age, compared with $2,163 in 
1968 and $1,100 in 1960. 


— Record total farm assets of 


$307 billion, compared with $297 
billion in 1968 and $178billionin 
1960. 


— Record farm-owned equity 


of $24 9 billion versus $24 3 billion 
in 1968 and $178 billion in 1960.
